ner of Francisco and Milvia streets 


was referred to the Electric Light com 
mittee. 


A petition was received from prop­ 
erly owners of North Berkeley pro­ 
testing against the removal of the elec­ 
tric light mast at the corner of Cedar 
and Arch streets. 


trustee Gage stated that the names 
on that petition represented the wealth 


ol North Berkeley and that the citi 
zens there, as a unit, were in favor of 
keeping the mast where it was and as 
it had to be lowered owing to the 
grading of the street they were willing 
to pay that expense out of their own 
pockets. 


Trustee Martin thought the mast 
should go and requested that the mat­ 
ter be referred to the Electric Light 
Committee, promising that if such 
reference was made the committee 
would see the property owners and 
convince them that they could get 
more lights from suspended lights dis­ 
tributed than Irom the present arc 
lights on masts. The matter was fin­ 
ally referred to the Electric 
Light 
Committee. 
Proposals were received for the laying 


of a sidewalk on Alcatraz avenue as 
follows: 


M. Heffeyj 17 cents per foot; A. 
Cross, 16 i-2 cents; J. M. Creed, 17 
cents. 


The 
contract was awarded to Mr. 
Cross, he being the lowest bidder. 


The 
President announced that the 
next business was the election of a 
codifier. 


When the fust ballot was taken Mr. 


C. S. Preble received three votes and 
Mr- James three votes. 


Upon the next ballot Mr. Preble re­ 
ceived a majority of the votes and was 
declared elected. 


Trustee Martin moved that some 
one be elected to index the books of 
the town, at a salary of $100 per month 
until completed. 


Trustee Hoff amended the motion

Carried. 


Trustee 
Martin 
thought 
towers 
should be built to dry the hose and 
suggested that the street

dent be made chief of the fire depart­ 
ment. 
No action was taken in this 
matter. 


A. Richardson was then allowed to 
address the Board upon the question 


of waterworks.

To the Honorable Board of Trustees: 


G E N T L E M E N : — I am interested in a 


new departure in the way of a railroad, 
a road quite unlike any heretofore 
built or projected. 
1 have given con­ 
siderable time, labor and study to the 
plans, specifications, models, drawings, 
etc , of same. 
I am satisfied that the 
plans are practicable and every way 
feasible. 
This road in short is to 
build a railroad without grading, rails, 
ties or fish plates, a road capable of 
doing the traffic of the present rail­ 
road; a road which 
cannot be ob­ 
structed; a road 
where no section 
hands will be required to keep the 
roadbed in place and repair; a road 
which will not obstruct a street or high­ 


way; a road rightly light and airy. The 
construction can carry all the telegraph 
telephone and electric wiring on a 
street, doing away with the unsightly 
poles on the street. 
This road will 
make greater speed than is possible to 
make on any existing railroad with ab­ 
solute safety, as the cars cannot jump 
the track and there will be no obstruc­ 
tions. 
Stops can be made at stations 
where the car doors will open auto- 
maticaly and close when the car is 
stopped. 
If operated by electricity 


the trolley is entirely out of sight in 
the construction and not exposed to j 
the weather. I think it possible to make 
speed of more than 100 miles perl 
hour without difficulty and greater ifj 
necessary with absolute assurance of j 
safety from accidents. 
The road can j 
be built to conform to the traffic re-1 
quired and at a much less cost than J 
the present railroad. 
The motive 1 
power can be electricity, compressed j 
air or steam. 
There is no tearing up' 


of streets or obstructing. 


I desire to put this new road 
into 
practical operation in Berkeley, should 


I be able to make satisfactory arrange­ 
ments to construct on a street leading 
from the wnter front to the hills back 


of Berkeley. I have Bancroft way in 
view as a suitable street and will build 


five miles into the bay in the direction 


of San Francisco and make it possible 
to reach Berkeley or San Francisco in 
the space of 15 minutes with safty. 


The 
proposed terminals 
to be five 
miles out in the bay and the top of 
Grizzly Peak back of Berkeley. 
I 
would like to interest the people of 
Berkeley in this new departure. The 
proposition looks wild when stated but 
will bear investigation. 
I desire an 
opportunity to submit to your honor­ 
able Board the models, drawings, speci­ 
fications and plans of said proposed 
railroad, or to a committee 
therefrom 
at some suitable time or place and will 
be given a privilege to construct the 
same in Berkeley alter the plans on 
some street hereafter to be determined.

An Aerial Road. 


A brother of Captain Thomas of the 
Standard Soap Works at West Berke­ 


ley, has taken out several patents on 
what may be called an "Aerial Rail­ 
road," 
It is somewhat after the style 


of the elevated railroads which have 
been built in the East and elsewhere 


of late years. 


Two lines of iron posts are planted 
along the line of a street or roadway 
and at a sufficient height above ground 
to give a car ien feet of clearance, ra 
;' 
are fastened upon which the car whee.o, 
attached to the side of the car, run on. 


In this plan both open and closed 
cars can be used, one for slow and the 
other for high speed. 
Electriicity is 
the proposed motive power but other 
power can be used, and it is expected 
that a speed of 100 miles an hour can 
be attained. 
The trolley wires are 
overhead as in the way at present used. 


Immediately on top of the columns 
which support the cars, all kinds of 
wires can be placed if necessary, thus 
leaving the street underneath compara- 
tivly clear. 
The columns 
will be 
placed about 200 feel apart and bound 
longitudinally with heavy wire ropes 
similar to those ured for suspension 
bridges. 


Laterally the columns are tied to­ 
gether with sheet iron plates or girders. 
The main columns arc made of sheet 
iron rivitted together in a correct man­ 
ner for slrenth and lightness. 


At certain distances steps are built 
from the street for the purpose of en­ 
abling passengers to get into and leave 
the cars. 


Captain 
Thomas has personally 
made models showing double and sin­ 
gle tracks for the cars to run on, in 
fact he has constructed a model show­ 
ing a section of the road complete, 
ready for working so that a person can 
see at a glance the whole business. It 
is so simple that any person with the 
slightest idea of mechanism can easily 
comprehend it. 


A committee of the Board of Trus­ 
tees will probably make an examina­ 
tion of the models and report in reply 
to his commuication which was placed 
before the Board last Friday evening.

SEC. 3839 of the Political Code reads as 
follows : 


Bvery mail inhabitant of the State, over 
twenty-one and under 60 years of age, ex­ 
cept paupers, insane persons and Indians, 
not taxed, must annually pay a poll tax of 
two dollars, provided the same be paid be­ 
tween the first M nday in March and the 
first Monday in July,"then it shall be three 
dollars. 


SEC. 3846 of the Political Code makes it 
the duty of the Assessor to "demand Poll 
Tax of every person liable therefor, and on 
the neglect or refusal of such persons to pay 
he must collect by seizure and sale of any 
personal property owned by such person." 


Under sections 429 to 434 every person 
who refuses to give his own name or the 
name of any person in his employ, or who 
in any manner obstructs the Assessor or any 
of his deputies in the collection of the State 
Poll Tax, is guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
liable to a line of $500 or imprisonment in 
the County Jail, or both such fine and im­ 
prisonment. 


Only those persons under twenty-one ot 
over sixty years of age are exempt. 
Poll 
Tax must lie paid 011 demand.
